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Safety warning for drivers 
as road fatalities increase 


DRIVERS in South Somerset are 
being reminded of the importance of 
road safety following the release of 
the latest figures for fatalities on the 
county’s roads, which has increased 
on last year. 

The statistics for 2016 from Somerset Road 
Safety show that 25 people were killed in 23 
fatal collisions on the county’s roads through¬ 
out the year. 

This was an increase of three fatal casualties 
from 2015 [22], although fewer than in previous 
years and lower than the targets set by Somer¬ 
set County Council as part of its long-term aim 
for a sustained reduction in casualties. 

The council’s road safety team receives re¬ 
ports following any injury in accidents 
recorded by the police and carries out its own 
research to identify trends and look for ways to 
improve safety across Somerset’s 4,000 miles of 
roads. 

This data is also used to compile the annual 
Road Casualty Review which will be published 
later this year. However, the initial findings for 
fatalities are released now to raise awareness. 

In 2016, eight of the deaths were on urban 
roads, 14 were on rural roads with the remain¬ 
ing three on trunk roads, including the notori¬ 
ous A303. 

Further analysis shows that 70 per cent of the 
fatal collisions involved cars, 13 per cent motor¬ 
cycles, 13 per cent pedestrians and four per cent 
HGVs. Of the casualties, 64 per cent were 
drivers, 24 per cent passengers and 12 per cent 
were pedestrians. 

In terms of ages, 44 per cent of the casualties 
were over the age of 59, 16 per cent were be- 
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tween 40 and 59,20 per cent 25 to 39,16 per cent 
in the 16 to 24 age group, and one casualty was 
younger than 16 years old. 

Councillor David Fothergill, Somerset County 
Council’s Cabinet member with responsibility 
for road safety, said: “Publishing these figures 
each year helps raise awareness of road safety 
and really emphasises how important it is that 
we all think carefully about our actions during 
every journey. 

“While the general trend in recent years has 
been for fewer people killed on our roads, the 
fact that three more people died in 2016 than in 
2015 is a cause for concern. 


“We will be looking carefully at the data in de¬ 
tail to identify if there are areas where we can 
carry out work to improve safety - be that 
through education or by physical measures on 
our roads. 

“We work with many partners who also aim 
to reduce the dreadful toll of people who are 
killed and injured in collisions on our roads 
and will continue our efforts to improve safety 
in 2017 and beyond.” 

A spokesperson for the county council added: 
“Using latest Department for Transport figures, 
the 23 fatal collisions are estimated to have cost 
more than £46 million in damage and lost out¬ 
put, not including the emotional impact of the 
irreplaceable loss of a family member.” 

Fatal crash statistics year by year: 2012 - 27 
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collisions, 35 casualties; 2013: 28 collisions - 28 
casualties; 2014: 32 collisions - 33 casualties; 
2015 - 22 collisions, 22 casualties; 2016 - 23 colli¬ 
sions 25 casualties.

Four men sentenced to a 
total of more than 20 years 

CHARGES INCLUDED KIDNAP AND AGGRAVATED BURGLARY 


FOUR men have been sen¬ 
tenced to a total of more than 
20 years in prison for a string 
of offences committed in 
Seaton last June. 

Jamie Channing was sen¬ 
tenced on Friday, February 
10th at Exeter Crown Court to 
13 years for kidnap, GBH, pos¬ 
session of a BB gun with in¬ 
tent to cause fear of violence, 
aggravated burglary and 
ABH. He was cleared of a sec¬ 
ond count of kidnap and one 
count of theft. 

Howard Dwyer was sen¬ 
tenced to five and a half years 
for aggravated burglary and 


Troy Coaker was sentenced to 
18 months for ABH. Both 
Dwyer and Coaker were found 
not guilty of kidnap. 

Sean Currie, 51, was sen¬ 
tenced six months for theft the 
day before. He was cleared of 
two counts of kidnap, ABH 
and aggrevated burglary. 

Senior investigating officer 
Detective Inspector Dean Bas¬ 
sett said: “The jury has re¬ 
turned a large number of 
guilty verdicts for a string of 
incidents in Seaton during 
June 2016. The jury was unan¬ 
imous in finding Channing 
guilty of wounding and the as¬ 


sociated possession of fire¬ 
arms offence. 

“The group [Channing, 
Dwyer and Coaker] were also 
convicted of an aggravated 
burglary which occurred later 
that same day [Friday, June 
24th 2016] and a number of 
other assault and theft-related 
offences. 

“The case was extremely 
complex and protracted. I 
would like to thank the hard 
work of officers DC Perry and 
DC Burnell, whose work from 
the time of the incident being 
reported through to the con¬ 
viction has been exemplary.”

Police failure in recording crime 


DEVON and Cornwall Police has 
been slammed by Her Majesty’s In¬ 
spector of Constabularies (HMIC), 
who rated the force’s crime record¬ 
ing “inadequate” as it failed to 
record reports of rape, serious sex¬ 
ual assault, serious assault and 
human trafficking. 

A report published on February 
9th said the force only recorded 82 
per cent of crimes, leaving more 
than 17,400 crimes unrecorded. 


HM Inspector of Constabulary 
Wendy Williams did not hold back, 
and said: “These are not simply ad¬ 
ministrative tasks that Devon and 
Cornwall Police is getting wrong. 

“I was most concerned to find that 
the force had failed to record re¬ 
ports of rape, serious sexual assault 
(against both adults and children) 
and offences of serious assault and 
human trafficking. 


cient focus on the importance of 
crime recording over recent years 
to have expected better recording 
accuracy from the force. 

“Other forces have recognised the 
importance of accurate crime 
recording, so Devon and Cornwall 
Police has no excuse to still be poor 
at recording crime, and certainly 
not for the most serious of offences. 

“In 2014, HMIC made recommen¬ 
dations to the force on how it 
should improve its crime recording 
practices. 

“We were disappointed to find 
that the force hadn’t made progress 
against many of these recommen¬ 
dations. 

“We estimate that the force fails 
to record over 17,400 reported 
crimes each year. 

“Victims of crime in Devon and 
Cornwall aren’t receiving a good 
enough service when they initially 
report crime. 

“This is essential to ensure that 
victims of crime receive the right 
level of support they need at this 
difficult time.” 

Deputy Chief Constable James 
Vaughan said: “There is no doubt 
learning from the HMIC report 
around crime data integrity and I 
accept we and other forces have got 
to ensure we have better processes 
in place to accurately record all 
crime. 

“This is more about recording a 
crime, helping a victim, but then 
not properly updating systems 
around supplementary crimes re¬ 
lated to the same investigation. 

“Recording crime in the right way 
is important as is ensuring that we 
have integrity in our data systems 
and how they are used. 

“However, what is more impor¬ 
tant to me is ensuring we give vic¬ 
tims of crime and those coming into 
contact with their local police a 
first class service. 

“We don’t believe that in the vast 
majority of circumstances we have 
not supported a victim. 


“We record in excess of 80,000 
crimes every year in Devon and 
Cornwall. The HMIC has said today 
that more than 80 per cent of those 
are recorded appropriately and 
properly. 

“While it is of concern that some 
crimes are being recorded differ¬ 
ently and this needs to be ad¬ 
dressed, my focus remains firmly 
on protecting and safeguarding our 
communities. 

“As a force we will further exam¬ 
ine the HMIC’s recommendations, 
look at the areas we can improve 
and how we can use this learning to 
improve the service we give to vic¬ 
tims and the public.” 

Devon and Cornwall Police and 
Crime Commissioner Alison Her¬ 
nandez said that too many errors 
are being made: 

She commented: “This is a com¬ 
plicated area but too many errors 
are being made. 

“The Chief Constable assures me 
that progress has already been 
made and that it will continue as a 
priority. 

“I will also monitor the accuracy 
of crime data recording as an addi¬ 
tional strategic measure within the 
plan and I will be closely scrutinis¬ 
ing the implementation of the Chief 
Constable’s action plan to assure 
myself that performance has im¬ 
proved. 

“Supporting victims and wit¬ 
nesses, and helping them to get jus¬ 
tice, is a priority in my police and 
crime plan. 

“I want to reassure all victims of 
crime, especially those who are 
raped or sexually assaulted, that 
the police will take them seriously 
and they will be dealt with profes¬ 
sionally. 

“If an individual is any doubt 
whether to report, in the first in¬ 
stance, they can contact the victim 
care unit on 0300 3030 554 where 
they will be supported through the 
reporting process.”

MP calls for road improvements

and residents fed-up with the ongoing prob¬ 
lems in the area, and has written to Somerset 
County Council’s chief executive Patrick Fla¬ 
herty. 

He has called for upgrades to be made to a pel¬ 
ican crossing on Sherborne Road so that it no 
longer holds-up the traffic. 

The pelican crossing is not currently linked 
to the town centre’s circulatory system and its 
lights, which causes delays. 

Mr Fysh has also urged the council to support 
his calls for Wessex Water to delay its road¬ 
works - which are due to start in April 2017 - so 
that they do not overlap with the current Lyde 
Road/Sherborne Road works and cause even 
more traffic disruption. 


“I’m happy to raise these specific issues and 
support the council in finding solutions for our 
traffic congestion,” he said. 

“I’m deeply concerned for several businesses 
and their employees -1 know it is badly affect¬ 
ing them as well as residents and visitors to our 
town. 

“I am now calling for the council to back me 
in tackling this issue, urging Wessex Water to 
delay its planned works until our highways 
work programme can better accommodate it, 
and to prioritise upgrades to the pelican cross¬ 
ing which is delaying traffic and needs address¬ 
ing.” 

It should be noted that despite Mr Fysh be¬ 
coming MP for the Yeovil constituency in 2015, 
he is still a serving councillor on Somerset 
County Council, representing the Coker divi¬ 
sion at County Hall.

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Children and parents get creative 
during Greenfylde’s family arts day 


GREENFYLDE First School in Ilminster re¬ 
cently hosted a family arts day, led by Char¬ 
lotte Steel of the Royal Academy of Arts. 

The opportunity to work with Charlotte was 
the result of the National Pupil Premium 
Award, which the school won last year. A 
group of pupils and their parents participated 
in an all-day drawing workshop using char¬ 
coal, pencil, pastels and scraper boards. 

Along with her model Carol, Charlotte led 
the group through a range of activities includ¬ 
ing life drawing and interpretive mark-mak¬ 
ing narratives. 

The day started using just charcoal to com¬ 
plete life drawings of the model, looking at 
form relationships of size and perspective. 

They then had a mark-making activity with 
charcoal and then, adding in just one or two 
colours for highlights and emphasis, created 
a narrative based on their work. 

The children were encouraged to talk 
through the ‘story’ of their artwork and pre¬ 


sent it to the rest of the group. 

This was followed by a session on imagina¬ 
tion and use of different marks to create mood 
and drama in monster pictures. There was 
even an opportunity for everyone to model a 
pose, hold it as long as possible and then inter¬ 
pret how each part of their body felt rather 
than how it looked. 

Charlotte presented the school with a copy 
of her book ‘The Comic Adventures of Old 
Mother Hubbard and her Dog’, showcasing 
her use of monochromatic art. 

A spokesperson for the school said: “Despite 
some nervous grown ups at the start of the ses¬ 
sion, everyone had a very enjoyable day and 
some amazing work was produced by both 
adults and children. The children gained a 
huge amount of confidence seeing the adults 
learning and working alongside them rather 
than just being there to help them.” 

The school is now hoping to extend the 
learning from this day to work with children 
to gain certificates 
and qualifications 
through The Arts 
Awards scheme from 
Trinity College, as 
another part of their 
Pupil Premium 
prizes from last year 
involved five mem¬ 
bers of staff being 
trained to become ac¬ 
credited arts awards 
advisors and asses¬ 
sors.

ITALIANS, allegedly, are fanatical about 
three things: Opera, football and wine in 
that order. Devonians have altogether 
different priorities, with Folk ballads, 
rugby union and cider high on the 
agenda. But perhaps this is about to 
change; because the Opera Dudes are 
coming to your aria (sorry) this Febru¬ 
ary. Before the month is out, amateur 
renditions of “Nessun Dorma” will be 
ringing out from shower cubicles across 
the county. 

“We get a lot of blokes coming up to us 
at the end of the show,” says Tim Lole, 
one half of the duo. “They say, “Hate 
opera. Only came ‘cause my wife dragged 
me. I absolutely loved it” 

Tim explains, “The show is an enter¬ 
tainment really, with everything from 
swing to show tunes to slapstick comedy, 
but it’s that encounter with opera, having 
the Pearl Fishers and Nessun Dorma 
sung at you full blast, that people find to¬ 
tally irresistible”. 

Tim Lole and Neil Allen, two halves of 
the Opera Dudes, who are touring Devon 
through the arts charity Villages in Ac¬ 
tion, are an unlikely coupling. Tim was a 
choir boy turned organist and prize-win¬ 
ning conductor who worked at the Royal 
Opera House and Scottish Opera, where 
he conducted The Turn of the Screw, 
broadcast on the BBC. Neil on the other 
hand, was a bricklayer. 

“Neil was a builder who sang in pubs 
and clubs until people told him he wasn’t 
as good as thought he was. He got singing 
lessons and his teacher, Michelle Weg- 
wart, realised he had the potential to be a 
very fine tenor. Aged 30, Neil sold his 
building business and set up a school, 
The Magdala Opera Trust, so that he 
could get an operatic training and fulfil 


his dream.” 

Since then, Neil has sung with the City 
of London Sinfonia and the Orchestra of 
Opera North as a principal soloist, to 
name but two. His oratorios have in¬ 
cluded The Messiah, Verdi's Requiem 
and Mozart's C minor. The two tenors 
paired up after meeting through Neil’s 
teacher, Michelle, who - can you guess?- 
is now his wife. 

At first Tim and Neil performed classi¬ 
cal concerts and dinner evenings, but the 
more they chatted with audiences, and let 
their personalities come out, the more 
they realised there was scope for comedy 
in their show. The Opera Dudes were 
born. 

“We’re like II Divo meets Morecambe 
and Wise. Our show is very interac¬ 
tive and unpretentious. We always get 
the audience singing, but don’t let that 
put you off!” 

The song list is a truly eclectic mix: 
a mash-up of Verdi, Lloyd Webber, 
Chopin and Elvis. 

Although their natural habitat, as 
accomplished tenors, is the vaulting 
architecture of an opera house, Tim 
and Neil really relish the intimacy of 
a village hall. 

“I think rural touring is amazing for 
both performers and audiences,” Tim 
enthuses. “For us, it’s a chance to test 
our mettle. When you stand in front of 
90 people, who all know each other and 
you’re the newbie, you’ve got to be 
able to do your job. There’s no bells 
and whistles in a village hall. It sorts 
the men from the boys!” 

And from the rural community’s 
vantage point? 

“It’s a great chance to come together 
with friends and experience some¬ 


thing truly transcendent. It’s only right 
that talented young people from EVERY 
postcode get that early exposure to pro¬ 
fessional talent.” 

So who needs the Three Tenors when 
you’ve got the Two Dudes? Just don’t ex¬ 
pect Neil to quote you on a new conserva¬ 
tory. He’s swapped the mortar for The 
Messiah and there’s no looking back.

When The Eye Has Gone tells 
the all too brief life of Colin 
“Ollie” Milburn - the cricket¬ 
ing legend who was one of Eng¬ 
land’s most unlikely sporting 
heroes. Full of anecdotes, a 
thumping soundtrack and a 


large gin and coke, the story 
swings backwards and for¬ 
wards through Milburn’s life 
as he raises a glass to the tri¬ 
umphs, including his first Test 
Century against the West In¬ 
dies at Lords in 1966 and the 
disasters, like losing his left 
eye in a car accident in 1969. 

The extraordinary story of 
Colin Milburn has all the hall¬ 
marks of a Greek tragedy. In 
1966 he became a household 
name, scoring a blistering cen¬ 
tury against the mighty West 
Indies in only his second test. 
He then caused a major sensa¬ 
tion playing for Western 
Australia in the Sheffield 
Shield smashing 243 
against Queensland at 
Brisbane in an innings 
described by Don Brad¬ 
man as “the greatest in¬ 
nings played by an 
Englishman on Aus¬ 
tralian soil”. This was 
quickly followed by an¬ 
other glorious century 
for England against Pak¬ 
istan in Lahore. 

Just a few weeks later, 
on his triumphant re¬ 
turn to England, he lost 
his left eye in a car crash 
in Northampton, an in¬ 
jury that effectively 
ended his career and life 


prospects. His subsequent de¬ 
cline into alcoholism ended 
with his death from a heart at¬ 
tack at the age of 48. Ian 
Botham was one of the pall 
bearers.

Some do make the leap to 
the professional stage and 
it’s always fantastic when 
my two worlds collide and 
I’m able to see friends in big 
shows in London and fur¬ 
ther afield. 

Bridport’s tap dancing sen¬ 
sation, Harry Poole is cur¬ 
rently training at the Stella 
Mann College in London, 
former Woodroffe student, 
Celia Cruwys-Finnigan is 
touring the UK in the fantas¬ 
tic jukebox musical Buddy, 
and Perry Meadowcroft 
from Exmouth is set to make 
his West End debut in the 
Spring. 

Alec Porter from North 
Bowood, was critically ac¬ 
claimed last summer for his 
role in the musical Crime 
and Punishment - A Rock 
Musical, with music by 
Toy ah Wilcox and after 
breaking both his ankles, is 
looking forward to getting 
back to the stage. Robbie 
Waugh from Axminster is 
working for Celebrity 
Cruises and travelling 


around the Caribbean per¬ 
forming popular musicals to 
lucky guests onboard ship. 

And then there’s Lyme 
Regis’ Luke Street, who after 
performing in the highly ac¬ 
claimed West End produc¬ 
tion of Gypsy with Imelda 
Staunton is now set to take 
the lead himself in the inter¬ 
national tour of a smash hit 
musical. 

I’m not allowed to reveal 
which one quite yet, so keep 
your eyes peeled for details. 

I’ve been lucky enough to 
perform with many of these 
excellent young actors and 
I’m afraid they may have 
learned some unsavoury 
habits from me, as I’m noto¬ 
riously badly behaved back- 
stage. 

I’d like to think I could al¬ 
ways see their potential, but 
also the drive it takes to 
make it on the professional 
stage. The appetite for suc¬ 
cess is a big part of the busi¬ 
ness, as even the most well 
known actors will spend 


much of their careers out of 
work. 

I’ve interviewed lots of 
stars and many of them talk 
frankly about the lack of 
work. I asked Maureen Lip- 
man last year about what 
had enticed her back to pan¬ 
tomime at Christmas and 
she told me it was the guar¬ 
anteed work and money that 
had ultimately made up her 
mind. 

I also once asked Ruthie 
Henshall if she had any tips 
for youngsters starting out 
in the business and her 
reply was, “You’ve got to 
love it. You’ll spend a lot of 
time out of work and you 
will spend a lot of time 
doubting yourself, because 
part of our job is rejection.” 

“You’ve got to eat, sleep, 
breath it and love it, because 
otherwise you won’t last 
long.” 

It’s a tough business, but 
one of the greatest jobs in 
the world and amateur the¬ 
atre can act as a good 


grounding for those who 
would like to take up the 
profession. 

For us mere mortals we 
have to be happy with just 
the joy of performing and it 
is such a joy. There’s noth¬ 
ing quite like putting on a 
ridiculous costume and pre¬ 
tending to be someone else 
for a couple of hours. 

There are an abundance of 
groups to choose from in the 
area and if you would like to 
have a go, most of them have 
their own websites and so¬ 
cial media accounts, so are 
easy to find. 

I’ve just arrived in Aus¬ 
tralia for a few days, so I’m 
off to see Aladdin at the Cap¬ 
ital Theatre in Sydney next 
week as well as a highly ac¬ 
claimed production of the 
Testament of Mary by Syd¬ 
ney Theatre Company. 

I’ll probably have a little 
mooch around the Opera 
House while I’m here too!

Review 

Cinderella and 
that Rocker Fella 

Performed by Axmouth Childrens Theatre 

MANY YEARS ago I was a member of a small intimate 
theatre group called the Castle Theatre company 
based in Farnham in Surrey. Not as an actor nor as a 
writer you understand, but merely as a member of 
audiences who were regularly drawn in by the 
warmth and excellent productions that far out¬ 
weighed the surroundings in which they were being 
performed but which were met by enthusiastic au¬ 
diences whose presence reached out and drew the 
cast into performing some of the best theatre that I 
have seen. 

Fast forward now some 50 years and I find myself 
standing in the small village hall in Axmouth where I 
await the musical pantomime which I have written 
for the brilliant young cast of the Axmouth Childrens 
Theatre group. Just as with the old castle this is a 
small intimate venue holding at most 50 punters 
who come to witness and be part of a genuine force 
in local amateur dramatics. But where all the parts 
are played by children. 

I gaze at the hastily erected stage and the basic 
but more than adequate scenery and a sense of 
pride courses through my veins as the tribute music 
to a departed friend fades and the Fairy Godmother 
(Ellie Sykes) appears to set the scene. Of course the 
story revolves around Cinderella (the talented Imo¬ 
gen Oldfield) who is downtrodden and plagued by 
her ugly sisters who are brilliantly portrayed by Lilley 
Smitham and Caitlin Tooze while their poor mother 
Violet Bullen aged 11, wait a minute she's 11, then I re¬ 
alise the oldest member of this cast is only 13. Up 
steps Zipper, ok so it should be Buttons but this is 
Pantoland and wow what a stage presence this lad 
Kieran Jaycock has. This is now all moving along at 
some pace as we meet Prince Elvis (Elsa Wood in her 
first performance) and his sidekick Little Richard 
(Luca Flint) who are over here to play at the grand 
ball in Axmania where the prince hopes to find his 
bride so that he can become the King of rock n roll. 
Of course this is panto and things go wrong, the 
great hall burns down cue Little Richard's "Goodness 
Gracious the Great Halls On Fire" and the ball be¬ 
comes a festival in a tent, in a field and of course in 
the rain. More nonsenses arrives with Farmer Bills 
Cowman (Calum Wood) and the rest of the Mangled 
Up Wurzels perform a short cameo role. 

The poor old Baron (Will Sykes) is penniless and 
defenceless as the two sisters and the baroness 
bleed him dry with their constant shopping, his only 
joy in life are his trusty servants the Jedward twins 
(Euan Hartnell and Brandon Jaycock) whose idiotic 
and "very random" behaviour keeps us all amused 
while their version of "Under Pressure- Ice Baby" 
draws some of the biggest applause at each perfor¬ 
mance. The changing of the pumpkin into Cin¬ 
derella's fine coach gives the two little Pixies Naive 
Hartnell and Isabelle Hilton chance to shine in their 
own little scene. Of course this is a fairy tale -ish and 
having lost her silver gumboot in the mud the prince 
announces that whoever it shall fit shall become his 
bride and move to Gracelands in the USA, cue more 
laughter and tears as the sisters arrive with one 
swimming flipper on each foot claiming it to be an 
item of footwear worn in the wet (well that's what it 
says in Pictionary, sorry the dictionary). Yes it does 
all end happily but that's for the future but for now 
as writer and director of this play I can only praise 
this cast and backstage crew for bringing the story 
to life and thank the three very well supported audi¬ 
ences for their appreciation and enthusiasm. When 
I used to attend the old castle theatre there were 
many nights when I felt that I was a part of some¬ 
thing very special and that feeling returned this 
weekend, well done everyone involved with this the¬ 
atre group, its where the children are the stars.
